ORDER 


The Rajya Sainik Board meeting held on 9 - 11- 2011 has decided to make 
some amendments to certain provision in the existing Rules for the 
Administration of State Military Benevolent Fund /District Military Benevolent 
Fund . Based on the above decision the proposal submitted by the Director of 
Sainik Welfare has been examined by Government in detail and the following 
amendments are made to the existing Rules.
